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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 - 4, and 11-14, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Eng et al (hereafter "Eng"). 

- Consider claims 1 and 11, Eng shows in figure 4, item 32, a PBS Processor 
Unit that anticipates the functioning of the QoS management entity claimed by 
the applicant. Also found in figure 4, item 44, an object that anticipates the 
admission control entity, of the applicant's claims is shown (see figure 16, 
item 88, and 86). Figure 10 clearly shows the reservation request message 
and the QoS parameters being received and processed to determine access 
to the wireless local area network (see figure 3, item 26 & 20). The 
description (see column 13, lines 55 - 67) may also be referenced to further 
understand the prior art's anticipation. 

- Consider claims 2, 3, 12 and 13, Eng describes, in column 3, lines 46 - 56, 
that the invention can function with continuous time sensitive flow type, or 
discontinues time tolerant flow type communications traffic. 

- Consider claims 4 and 14, Eng describes in column 1 1 , lines 20 - 29, that the 
bandwidth and other QoS parameters usage in determining communication 
acceptance.

3. Claim£5 - 10, and 15-19 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
